THE GOVERNORS OF THE SOUTHERN STATES 
and the state house ofticials will begin coming 
in tomorrow. The coming of Governor Gordon 
will be one of the pleasantest events of the 
occasion. There are here many old veterans 
who have not seen the dashing Georgian since 
the war, and they are anxious to look upon 
liis face again, and to hear the sound of his 
voice. Tlien tho warm friendship between 
the dead president. and the general adds a 
deep and feeling interest to the visit.. With 
Governor Gordon asthe chief marshal (hon- 
orary), the procession will be more pleasing to 
New Orleans than without him. Having fol- 
lowed the president through victory and de- 
feat, he now follows him with the same loy- 
alty and devotion to his last resting place. It 
is understood that the governor and his party 
will be here Wodnesday morning. General 
Manager Tyler,of the Western railroad of 
Alabama, left New Orleans this morning for 
Atlanta to surrender his private car to Gov- 
ernor Gordon. The Georgia party, it is 
thought, willleave Atlanta Tuesday evening 
at 1 o’clock, and reach here the next morning. 
THE MILITARY FEATURE 
of the procession will be the largest ever seen 
in the sonth. Every mail brings to the execu- 
tive committee requests for position in the line 
of march. The indications are that Tennessee, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Texas, Florida, South 
Carolina fand Georgia will be in line. The 
Georgia company was tocome from Savannah, 
but itis not an assured fact, as nothing has 
been heard from it since a telegram of 
inquiry on Saturday last. The Louisiana 
troops will all be out and inline. There will 
be infantry, cavalry and artillery. The con- 
federate veterans will be in line in great force, 
and many of them will present to view an old 
camp worn, battle torn gray suit.

THE GRAND ARMY MEN 

will be scattered along in the line, and to some 
of them positions of honor have been assigned 
by the executive committee. They, however, 
are men who were op the battlefield during 
the existence of the confederacy, and not men 
who remained at home to continue the fight 
after the southern army had been abandoned. 

Phe societies and other benevolent organiza- 
tions will turn out too, swelling the procession 
tothe biggest ever seen in thesouth. The 
cemetery is six miles from the city and will be 
reached by the line on foot. It will be a lon 
weary tramp, but every man in that line wil 
make it without a thought of the distance.

was much better to-day than she was yester- 
day.

Davis died was a large rose bush. On the 
morning of the president’ death it was full of 
roses.

Davis is extremely anxious for him to see. He 
will carry along a camera and photograph the 
pictures he wants, and then return to the city 
for afinal talk with Mrs. Davis. Today the 
sculptor visited all the photograph galleries 
in the city, making a collection of Mr. 
Davis’s portraits. He was very successful, 
aud will have forty or fifty. In one galJer 
he found an old proof, unlike anything he ha 
seen, and it happens to be a better likeness of 
the president than any yetfound. At a private 
residence, too, Mr, I’razee found a picture of 
the president, taken in Baltimore, of which 
nothing was known. Mrs. Davis was shown 
this one, and likes it very much. 

The committee on raising the fund appoint- 
ed by Governor Nicholls, met tonight and 
Associate Justice Charles E. Fenner, was made 
chairman. An executive committeo was 
appointed to issue a circular  let~ 
ter to the governors of all southern 
states and the southern colony of New York® 
and subscription books will be placedin the 
hands of members of the general committee. 
It was stated for Mrs. Davis that she would 
refuse to accept donations, but had no objec~ 
tions to the completion of the capital stock of 
the Davis Land company, of Jackson, Miss. 

The latter was organized with the view of 
raising $100,000 to purchase some six thousand 
acres of land in Arkansas owned by Mr. 
Davis. State Treasurer Hemingway, of Mis- 
sissippi, was present, and gave some informa- 
tion with reference tothe project. The fund 
will accerdingly be raised as subscriptions to 
the company’s stock.

4 BLOODY TRAGEDY OVER A THANKS- 
GIVING ENTERTAINMENT, 


MANAGER ACCUSED OF KEEPING MONEY 


And When He Calls Upon the Author of the 
Accusation, He is Shot Dead—The Par- 
ticulars of the Tragedy. 


MURFREESBORO, Tonn., December 9—|Spec- 
ial.J—A distressing tragedy occurred this 
morning, in which Edward Fietchér, a young 
man about twenty-three years of age, was 
shot and instantly killed by Frank Selph, 
aged twenty-five. The town is greatly excited 
over the event. 

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

The trouble arose over a communication 
which appeared in the Free Press last Friday 
morning, and signed “S.’’ Jt related to an 
entertainment Thanksgiving night, of which 
Fletcher was the manager. It recited that 
more money had been collected from the 
young men of the town to pay the expenses 
than had been expended, and closed with a 
question asto what had become of the re- 
mainder. 

RETRACTION DEMANDED. 

This morning about 10 o’clock Fletcher ap- 
plied to the editor of the Free Press for the 
name of the author of the communication, and 
learned that Selph had written it. Fletcher, 
accompanied by his step-brother, Mr. Morgan 
Perkins, went to the oftice of Selph this morn 
ing, demanding Bn apology or a retraction of 
the article. 

FLETCHER SHOT DBAD. 

Accounts vary as to exactly how.the fight 
arose, but it came quickly and was as quickly 
ended by Selph, who shot Fletcher in the head, 
the ball from the pistol entering the mouth 
and coming out at the top of the head 
Fletcher did not have a pistol. Both young 
men belong to the highest social circles. 


ANOTHER VICTIM OF THE WIRES. 


A Lineman Meets His Death While Re- 
pairing the Lines. 

New York, December 9.—Another lineman 
met his death in a manner similar to that by 
which Fecks was killed several weeks ago. 
Asinthe case of Feoks today’s victim re- 
ceived a shock while repairing a wire on top of 
a pole, and fell across the wires and was roasted 
to death. The latest victim of electricity was 
Peter Clausen, a Dane, thirty-four years old, 
employed by the Northern New York Electric 
Lighting company. He lived with his young 
wife at 553 East 136th street. The accident 
occurred at the corner of 3rd avenue 
and 156th street. When the body, after 
much difficulty and danger, was taken from 
where it hung, the electric wires had burned 
the flesh of the right hand to the bone. The 
flesh on the right forearm from the elbow to 
the wrist was olso burned and lacerated. A 
deep imprint of the wire was visible in the 
chin. The supposition is that Clausen must 
have touched a part of the wire on which the 
insulation had worn off and received a shock 
which caused him to fall forward on the other 
wire. He was probably killed almost instantly. 
The police notified the electric light company 
and other linemen were sent to the scene and 
repaired the wire which was responsible for the 
death. 


HE LOVED THE GIRL 


But His Friends Persuaded Him Not to 
Marry—Then He Committed Suicide. 
CHATTANOOGA, December 9.—[{Special. }— 
C. B. Ridley, aged twenty-two years, commit- 
ted suicide today by shooting himself, using a 
32-calibre pistol. He lett the following note 

explaining his act: 

Friends: Don't be alarmed at my actions. I have 
been persuaded not to marry the girl Lleve, andl 
am tired of living, My last request is that I want 
Ella to attend my funeral, C. B. RIpLeEy. 

He had courted a girl, Ella Smith, at Nash- 
ville, and she wrote him that she would kill 
herself if he did not keep his promise of mar- 
riage. His friends persuaded him to leave the 
girl, with tho above result.

Lynch Law in Kentuacky. 

GREENSBURG, Ky., December 9.—Jack 
Turner, who last Wednesday killed Motley 
Williams, son of Hon. D. M. Williams, was 
lynched near here tonay. Threats of mob 
vengeance were circulated all the week. The 
trial was set for last Friday, but was continued 
tillthe Juneterm on account of an absent 
witness. The excitement culminated last 
night at one o’clock when a mob visited the 
juil and took Turner out and hanged him. 
Quiet prevailed and very few of the citizens 
knew the mob was in town. About twenty- 
five or forty men attacked the jail and de- 
manded admittance, which was promptly re- 
fused; then with a heavy piece of timber they 
forced the door and unlocked the dungeon. 
The negro was then taken to Pittman creek 
bridge, four miles from town, and hanged. 
The coroner's jury cut him down, and held an 
inquest today, giving a verdict in accordance 
with the facts.

000. Itisfurther claimed that Mr. Inmas 
and others secretly procured the option for the 
purchase of a majority of the shares of the 
capital stock of the Pratt company, at a price 
not exceeding the par value of the stock.

When a manufacturing enterprise wants to re- 
move to the place, they do not investin the stock, 
but examine into the condition of the company 
andthe probabilities of its paying a dividend. If 
they are satisfied with the enterprise and the par- 
ties connected with it, then they guarantee that the 
wtock will pay a certain dividend for from three to 
five years, and on (his guarantee the stock is placed, 
The guarantee company acts as to industrial enter- 
prises in the same way that the usual garantee com~ 
panies act asto titles of property. In addition to 
this guarantee company this syndicate will have a 
ezsh surpl us of $1,137,500 with whitch to lay out 
their city, provide waterworks, electric lights, ete. 
This will put it in the best shape that any town was 
ever started in the south. 

Those interested are exceedingly enthusiastic and 
believe that they already have enough enferprises 
interested under the guarantee to bring $5,000,000 
capital to be invested in manufacturing of various 
kinds. This would give employment to 10,000 
hands and make a city of 30,000 people, 

A railroad will be built through the property, and 
the new eity will be connected by rail with Chatta- 
mooga by the Memphis and Charleston extension 
andabranch, it being highly probable that the 
zoad will run direct between Kimball and this city.
